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Atom Weapons

McNamara—has given the Rus- 
sians clear notice it is ready to 
wield nuclear weapons if neces- 
sary to defend West Berlin.

"It is our policy to utilize what- 


ever weapons are required to pro- 
tect our vital interests,, and we 
quite clearly consider access to 
Berlin a vital interest to the 
Western world and to the United 
States." 

Never before had McNamara 
LJoupled such a statement with a 
pointed discussion of the nuclear 
battlefield and air weapons ar- 
rayed in West Germany, facing 
toe;Iron Curtain.

McNamara's intent, saying: 


"This is to tell them we have 


the nuclear power and we intend 
to use it." 


McNamara refused to spell out 


the 
conditions 
under 
which 


U.S. nuclear weapons would be 
brought into play—for example, 
whether thi? would come only if 
Allied ground forces were in dan- 
ger of being overwhelmed. 


"Obviously, we are not going to 


define in advance of the act the 
specific 
circumstances 
under 


which we would use any particu- 
lar military tactic or particular 
military weapon," 
the defense 


secretary said. 


It appeared obvious that Mc- 


Namara spoke with the full back- 
ing of the White House. 


The aim is to impress on the 


Russians that the United States 
is determined not to be pushed 
out of Berlin or to allow the Com- 
munists to impede access to the 
encircled city.

WASHINGTON 
fAP) — Missis- 


sippi's Gov. Ross R. Barnett is

ing the state rights' flag to defy 
the federal government and the 
Supreme Court. 


Other states and their leaders 


have done the same, almost from 
the beginning of both the govern- 
ment and the court. State rights 
are an important part of the 
American system of^ government. 


But the state rights' slogan has 


often been a handy, and some- 
times reckless, excuse to have 
things both ways: To boost the 
union when it's convenient and to 
defy the union when that's con- 
venient. 


Forlualcly most of the time— 


except during the Civil War- 
when one state tried 
defiance 


under the stale rights' blanket, 
olhcrs wouldn't. So there wasn't 
much ganging tip. 


Barnett is doing the defying 


now in Mississippi by refusing to 
let a ay-year-old Negro veteran of 
the Korean War, James- H, Mere- 
dith, register at the all-white Uni- 
versity of Mississippi. 


This defiance 
is immediately 


against a 
lower 
federal court 


which ordered Mississippi author- 
ities to let Meredith in the school. 
But basically it is o defiance of 
Die Supremo Court's ban on ra- 
cial segregation in public schools. 


To show how the slate rights' 


cry has often been used as a 
political gimmick, American his- 
torians Samuel' EJioll Morrison arid* 
Henry' Steel'd Comager,, in their 
"Growth of The American Repub- 
lic," said: 


'Almost every man in public 


lifei between 1798 and I8fi0 spurnield1 
it when his section was in the 
saddle and embraced it when his 
constituents deemed 
themselves 


oppressed. 


"Almost every state in turn 


declared its own absolute sover- 
eignty, only to denounce as trea- 
sonable similar declarations by 
other states."

"From the foundations of the re- 
public all factions were for high 
nationalism or low provincialism 
upon occasion, according to their 
desires at the moment..." 


Mississippi is a prime example.

XI5 Engine Gets 
Longest Workout 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, 


Calif. (AP)—The X15 rocket ship's 
mighty engine got its longest 
workout' lou^iyi, ]27 seconds.. 


Previous high was 120 seconds. 
Test pilot John B. McKay flew 


lo yn altitude of 7,000 feet and 
ijfc a maximum speck! of 2,803 
miles per hour. 


McKay was testing heat trans- 


fer rates over the metal skin, 
stability with part of the tail 
removed, and- ability of a newly 
designed cockpit window to with- 
stand heat. 


To maintain the long burning 


time, McKay held the engine's 
power to 75 per cent of maximum 
thrust for the first 75 seconds 
after it was dropped from the 
B15 mother ship. 


This meant it decided it had the 
right to declare any act of Con- 
gress unconstitutional and refuse 
to abide by it. 


So it threatened to jail any U.S. 


officials who tried to collect tarifl 
duties in South Carolina. Virginia. 
Alabama and Georgia wanted no 
part of this. And Thursday night 
Atty. Geii. Robert F, 
quoted the Mississippi State Leg- 
islature at the time as passing 
this resolution: 


"This state owes a duty to the 


union above all minor considers 
tions. The doctrine of nullification 
is contrary to the letter and 
spirit of the Constitution." 


Now, 
in effect, Mississippi has 


adopted the doctrine of nullinica- 
tion. 


South Carolina finally nullified 


its nullification when Congress, 
while authorizing President Jack- 
son to use the Army and Navy if 
he had to, mollified South Caro- 
lina by amending the tariff act 
a bit. 


The Supreme Court was defied 


almost from the moment the jus- 
tices sat down. In 1793 Georgia, 
which wouldn't go along with 
South Carolina on the state rights' 
bit in the 1820s, challenged the 
right of the court to consider a 
suit against a state. Its House of 
Representatives passed a resolu- 
tion that any U.S. marshal trying 
to execute a court order in such 
a suit should be hanged without 
benefit of clergy. 


(Note: The Confederate States 


did not set up a supreme court. 
Their Senate complained about 
the "monstrous despotism" of the 
U.S. 
Supreme Court.) 


But other states in one way or 


another—Pennsylvania, Ohio, Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Wisconsin, Mary- 
land—defied the court at one time 
or another. 


Presidents Jefferson and
